The drowning victim was little 
Glenn Richmond, 8129 N. Oleott 
ave., Nlles, who with his parents 
was spending the holiday at Shun- 
neson'a Resort. 

His father, James, told police he 
left the boy on shore while he Went 
for a swim. When he returned, the 
youngster was gone. . 

The body was recovered by a 
human 'chain, organized by Adam 
Skrzenta and Ralph Buikema of 
the sheriffs water patrol. 

Rescuers walked hand-in-hand 
through the water until the boy's 
body was found. 

Buikema and Chief Deputy Sher- 
iff Charles Larson gave artificial 
respiration, but were unable to re- 
vive the child. 

A coroner's jury was sworn. in at 
the Strang ' Funeral Home for a 
future inquest. The body was then 
removed to Chicago for services. 

The child rescued from Petite 
Lake the same day was Bruno 
Jezierski, Jr., Mission Hills, Calif,, 
who toppled from a pier near Cy- 
press Resort. 

He was under the water for eight 
minutes before his body was recov- 
ered by Ken Smith, Downers Grove, 
and Conrad J. Trotsky, Maywood. 

Trotsky revived the youngster by 
breathing into his mouth. 

Meanwhile other rescuers pulled 
the child's grandmother, Mrs. Vic- 
toria Jazwiec, 58, of Chicago, from 
the water after she jumped, in to 
search for the missing boy. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad admin- 
istered first .aid to Mrs. Jazwiec, 
who was in a state of shock. She 
and the boy were both taken to Vic- 
tory Memorial hospital in .Wauke- 
gan.

Downtown merchants have ex- 
pressed disapproval with Antioch's 
new parking ordinance. 

In a cross section interviewed 
Wednesday noon, every person 
questioned said the plan was "work- 
ing a hardship" on Main street bus- 
inessmen.

It will be interesting to see what if any steps are taken by Mayor 
Robert Sabonjian and the city officials of other Shore communities to keep 
the county seat and courthouse in Waukegan. 

Advocates of the transfer of the seat of county gov- 
ernment to a more central location appear more insistent 
and better organized than ever before and it is just pos- 
sible they will catch the political and business- leaders of 
Waukegan, North Chicago, Zion, and other cities along 
the shores of Lake Michigan napping. 

Those who favor moving the courthouse are using 
the need for more parking space as their principal argu- 
ment, but certain it is that there is just a little yearning 
for the extra prestige and commerce that goes with being 
the county seat. 

Apparently the civic leaders in Waukegan are un- 
aware of the benefits which accrue to the city because 
it is the county seat, or else they- fail to see any real 
danger that it will be shifted.

The Lake county health department an dits able director, Dr. Arthur 
G, Baker, deserve a word of praise for calling a county-wide meeting to 
bring into the open the sewage disposal and pollution problem that has 
already reached serious proportions and is bound to get worse as the 
county continues its growth. 

Dr. Baker's suggestion that a survey to determine the feasibility of a 
county-wide sewage system seems sound, but it might be wise to check 
the county records and see if a similar survey hasn't been made in the past. 
Governments of all levels are frequently disposed to make a survey 
or study of some problem and then pigeonhole the report until pressure 
develops again for correction. 

The first step then is to conduct another study or survey without 
checking the old report to see if it still has merit. 

State Representative W. J. Murphy probably will get more support 
for his bill to - legalize bingo for fraternal and charitable organizations 
than he got in the last session of the Illinois General Assembly, particular- 
ly in view of the current confusion concerning gambling. 

The fuss over alleged wide open gambling in Lake county today seems 
a little ludicrous to anyone with the slightest memory of conditions 10 to 
12 years ago. 

At that time every tavern in rural Lake county was well-equipped 
with slot machines, punchboards, fish bowls, dice tables and other ways 
to separate the sheep from their wallet contents. 

Some people would like to see those conditions return, but it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that they will for many years to come at least. 

Flagrant organized violation of- the gambling laws is detrimental to 
the morals and morale of a community, but the constant harping about 
non-existent "organized" gambling weakens instead of strengthens the 
fight against it. 

It would seem that the grand jury, the courts, and the states attorney's 
office could do the county a better service by cracking down on drunken 
and reckless driving which is causing more physical and economic suffer 
ing than the scattered gambling that might be going on in the county. 

The traffic toll in Lake county for years has been a disgrace and no 
little responsitelity can be traced to failure on the part of the state's at- 
torney's of f icejbfid Hhe courts to convict those drivers whose carelessness 
has taken the/nves of innocent people. 

Coroner Robert H. Babcox has waged a one man educational crusade 
against reckless driving with solid results and the Lake county safety 
commission headed by Pat O'Connell has done constructive work in edu- 
cating drivers, but some guys you just can't educated except behind bars.

Red Leaf Disease 
In Oats ^Shows'

ease in oats showed up In Kenosha 
county last week; 
: : This virus disease, which Is tran s - 
mitted by aphid s, was very preva- 
lent in Kenosha county and many 
parts of Wisconsin ih 1959. Leaves 
of small grain plants, and parties 
larly oats, turn a wine red color 
and then later, brownish yellow. 

Usually somewhat circular areas 
from a few feet to 20 or 30 feet In 
diameter are seen. 

Oat plants in these affected areas 
usually have light kernels and the 
yield is down- considerably. j " 
1 The red leaf virus disease is con- 
trolled by spraying the aphlds which 
transmit the disease. 

When the small grain is headed 
outfit Is too late to do further spray- 
ing, according to the University of 
Wiscinsin plant pathology depart-

.However? oats which; were seeded 
late still could' be protected by 
spraying, according to Jaeger 
Jaeger, suggests checking the later 
plantings for evidence of rtphids, 

If a considerable; number of aph- 
ids are found, spray with a pound 
of malathion per acre, or if equip- 
ped to handle it, parathion at % lb. 
per acre may be used.
